The 
gale of it was immense (our copy is one of the thir- 
teenth thousand) ; and, in consequence of the support 
which it gave to the views of the then Ministry, he 
was appointed one of the chaplains of the Queen, ‘The 
circumstances of the church In Scotland naturally 
awakened a dee interest in one who advocated the 
purity of the ¢ wurch on such high and Christian 
grounds as those maintained by Mr. Noel. In 184 
a most able work appeared from his pen, entitled, 
“The Case of the Free Church in Scotland,” with an 
extract from which we conclude our notice, as it bears 
more particularly on his own conduct at this time, and 
may afford some clue to the step which he has 
taken :— : 
“ Error in a churchis no valid reason for leaving It, 
so long as it maintains the great doctrines of the Gos- 
pel. Nor is any practice, in any church, which seems 
to us a violation of the will of God, reason for leaving 
it, so long as the church believe that they are doing 
right, and so long as we are not called upon to sanc- 
tion the violation. There were great errors and great 
faults in the churches of Corinth and of Galatia, but the 
apostle Paul did not urge a single believer to leave 
them on that account.

The Sultan sent 
strong reinforcements of troops against Ibrahim 
Pasha, but the Pasha invariably overcame them, and 
on the 22nd of December, 1832, he destroyed at Ko- 
niah, with 30,000 men, @ fresh Turkish army of 60,000 
troops, commanded by Reschid Pasha, who was made 
prisoner. 

‘he victory of Koniah opened the way to Constan- 
tinople, and Ibrahim had already advanced as far as 
Kutayeh, about 150 miles from the capital, when the 
Bultan called to his aid an army of 20,000 Russian 
troops, who marched to Constantinople. Tbrahim’s 
conquests were, therefore, confined to Syria, of which 
he kept possession until 1839, and where he established 
his father’s rule with singular success, and organized 
Sa country in a very admirable manner, In 1889 the

= sent against Ibrahim a strong army, W which was, 

tide quite discomfited by the Egyptian troops, 
1c battle of Nezib, on the 24th of June of that year. 

Ibrahim Pasha at this period had a second oppor- 
tunity of marching to Constantinople ; but the Euro- 
pean powers interfered a second time, and stopped his 

rogress. 

The four powers of England, Austria, Russia, and 
Prussia then combined to restore Syria to the Sublime 
Porte ; a fleet was sent to occupy the towns on the 
coast; Ibrahim resisted, but the bombardment and 
occupation 0 of the fortress of Acre on the 3rd of Novem- 
ber, 1839, in the very short space of four hours 
soon convinced Ibrahim Pasha and his father that their 
best policy was to submit to the decrees of the four 
powers, and obtain the best terms they could from the 
Sultan. 

After the evacuation of Syria, Ibrahim led a very 
quietand retired life; he devoted his whole attention to 
agriculture, and introduced many improvements in the 
cultivation of the land, He always showed the greatest 
respect for his father, and though enjoying the high 
titles of Vizier and Governor of Mecea, and covered 
with military glory, he always, kissed Mchemet Ali’s 
hands in token of submission, and never seated himself 
or smoked in his presence without leave, 

Ibrahim Pasha had not the pleasing manners nor 
the politeness which so highly distinguished his father ; 
he was naturally serious, his voice was oe and he 
was remarkable for his forced lau zh; he never liked 
display, and was of a penurious an selfish disposition. 
His e ication was similar to what is generally given 
to Oriental peace he spoke ‘Turkish, Arabic and 
Persian, which he also wrote with facility and he 
employed several hours of the day in reading books on 
history, of which he was very fond; he knew no Huro- 
pean Janguage, but he regularly had the newspapers 
translated to him, 

Ybrahim Pasha has _ 
Ahmed Bey, born in 1826 
both pursuing their aeadiee in Paris 3 
Bey, born in 1832, at present at Cairo. 

Ibrahim Pasha was buried with military honours 
but with little ceremony, on the day of his death, in 
Mehemet Ali’s tomb in the vicinity of Cairo. Selim 
Pasha has gone to the Upper Country to see that order 
and tranquillity are maintained there, and, during the 
temporary. absence of Abbas, Said Pasha assumed the 
authority in Cairo. 

Abbas Pasha, who succeeds Ibrahim in the govern- 
ment of the country, was born in Arabia in 1818, He 
is the son of Toussoon Pasha, Mehemet Ali’s second 
son, who died of the plague in the year 1816, and his 
right to the succession arises from his being at present 
the eldest living male member of Mehemet Ali’s family. 

Abbas Pasha has hitherto led a very quiet life, and 
has been for many years Governor of Cairo. He has 
had, from his own option, little intercourse with the 
Fur “opeans ; » he is a strict Mahommedan, and on this 
account the natives are glad of his accession. 

Abbas Pasha is well versed in Oriental literature ; 
he has a thorough knowledge of the Turkish, Persian, 
and Arabic Pe fi and he occupies much of his 
time in rea ding an writing.

THE CORONER’S INQUEST.

She 
states that when he came home he appeared to bein a 
state of great agitation, and rushed into the house say- 
ing he was very ill. He went into his own room and 
shut the door. 

Mrs. James having made this statement before the 
magistrates, and in the Presence of the prisoner, he 
was asked whether he had any questions to put to her. 
His reply is said to have been, ‘No; she has said 
enough to hang me already.” He left the room for a 
short time, and walked with a firm step across the 
passage, boldly telling the people who stood around to 
move out of the way. 

Mrs, James is kept under strict surveillance at the 
Bridewell, Wymondham, and the magistrates will not 
allow her to appear before the coroner’s jury, nor will 
they allow Rush to be present at the inquest. 

At ten o’clock on Saturday night Rush was brought 
out securely ironed, and placed in a carriage, in which 
he was conveyed to Norwich. <A large crowd was col- 
lected to see him, ‘The prisoner had previously taken 
leave of two of his children in a very affectionate man- 
ner. The greatest excitement prevailed in Wymond- 
ham, and a large crowd had assembled in front of the 
King’s Head to hear the verdict of the coroner’s jury. 
Several witnesses, however, remained to be examined, 
and the coroner adjourned the inquiry. The occur- 
rence has caused the most profound sensation in Nor- 
wich, of which city Mr, Jeriiy, sen., was recorder, 
The deceased gentleman was also chairman of the 
county quarter sessions. 

The public will naturally require to be informed

Mrs. Gore has never been more successful 
than in the production of the present volumes, 
which sparkle from beginning to end with wit 
of no ordinary keenness and point. Her concep-

¢ tion of character is distinct and varied, and the 


execution most happy. The heartlessness, as well 
as the possibility of heart, in a world of fashion 
where nature is, for the most part, suppressed to 
meet a conventional standard of what is right— 
which is too often what is wrong—is exhibited 
palpably to the mind; and witha running com- 
ment which weighs the value of each, so as to 
make every incident and trait the vehicle of a 
moral. What is splendidly mean or wicked in the 
one is held up to be scorned. The excellence of 
the other is so presented to us that we love it for 
its own sake first, and again for the sake of 
contrast. The great value of all this, moreover, is 
enhanced by the fact that the writer, except as a 
commentator, ‘does not intrude. The hatred of 
heartlessness evidently grows out of no morbid 
feeling, but from the healthy one of admiring and 
loving what is good and true. And the estimate 
of character is evidently just. Exaggeration is 
resorted to by many writers to stimulate their own 
minds; unable, without it, fully to realize to them- 
selves the absurdities and want of principle of 
beings who have grown. artificial by force of 
example, by force of fashion, and from want of a 
sound heart to begin with.

THE CONQUEROR, 
FEVER ON BOARD AN AFRICAN TRADER. 


Extract from a private letter, written by the chief 
officer of the brig Conqueror, just arrived at Cowes 


from the river Gambia :-~ 

We had a remarkably fine passage out, and arrived 
at the mouth of the river without anything particularly 
worth recording. * * * * Bathurst is situated 
at the mouth of the river Gambia; there area few good 
houses, and the dwellings of the black population are 
extremely comfortable. ‘Che English clergyman and 
his daughter both died of the feverwhile wewere there; 
a French ship that had been up the river lost overy 
hand. Wehadnosickness until after we left. Wehad 
not been long at sea until the carpenter and four other 
hands fell sick of fever: the first that died from it was 
the former, 4 stong middle aged-man; he rapidly sank 
under it, and died about four o’clock one afternon, and 
we buried him, as 1s usual at sea, by sewing him up in 
his hammock and placing some heavy stones at the 
feet; the corpse is then laid upon one of the hatches 
and placed upon the rail amidships. The captain 
then read prayers, and, at the words Commit his 
body to the deep,” the hateh is slipped over the side— 
the remains of the poor fellow are launched into the 
bosom of the deep. In aday or two after this 1 was 
myself attacked, and soon lost all recollection of every- 
thing. Onmy return to consciousness I foundtwomore 
of the crew had died, and had been also buried at sea 
The captain had also a slight attack of the frightful 
malady, and there were only two hands, except the 
cabin-boy, capable of working the ship. Too much 
praise cannot be given to these noble fellows for their 
really heroic conduct, for they not only had to work the 
ship but attend to the sick; and when it is considered 
these two individuals brought the vessel over fitear 
hundred miles, under such cireumstances, it is alnone 
extraordinary, and I think that, if it was senreseatan 
to Lloyd’s, they would no doubt reward them as they
